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WE  NOMINATE 

Frank  Sergeant  Niles,  59-year  old  pastor  of  Princeton's 
192 -year  old  First  Presbyterian  Church,  whose  determina- 
tion to  help  religion  play  the  role  it  should  play  in  the 
atomic  age  contributes  enormously  to  this  community's 
religious  life  and  to  its  sense  of  purpose.  The  great- 
grandson,  grandson  and  son  of  ministers,  Niles,  a 
native  of  Nelson,  Nebraska,  was  called  to  Princeton  in 
1934  and  has  since  demonstrated  that  some  two  decades 
of  church  experience,  including  17  years  in  the  Orient, 
was  the  right  kind  of  preparation  for  the  successor  to  the 
brilliant,   and  equally  eminent,   Charles  R.  Erdman. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Princeton  University 
with  the  Class  of  1909,  Niles  headed  West  "to  spend 
a  year  or  so  growing  up."  He  wound  up  in  Kenmare, 
North  Dakota,  and,  in  addition  to  teaching  four  high 
school  subjects,  was  pressed  into  service  as  coach  of  a 
sport  he  knew  nothing  whatsoever  about,  basketball.  He 
conned  the  rules  by  rote,  picked  up  "a  couple  of  plays," 
practiced  alone  in  a  locked  gymnasium  and  eventually 
piloted  his  charges  to  the  state  championship.  The  elated 
town  fathers  asked  him  to  stay  on  as  high  school  prin- 
cipal, but  Niles  had  reached  his  decision.  Back  he  came 
to  the  Princeton  Seminary  to  earn  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Theology. 

It  was  in  1915  that  he  married  the  former  Margaret 
Hyde  Beebe  in  Nanking,  China,  and  together,  200  miles 
north  of  Nanking,  they  did  remarkable  missionary  work 
in  Hwai  Yuen,  where  Niles  headed  a  school  for  boys 
until  they  returned  to  this  country  in  1930.  There  was 
a  great  difference  between  a  Far  Eastern  mission  and  a 
Washington,  D.  C.  pastorate,  but  for  four  years  Niles 
was  markedly  successful  in  administering  the  Georgetown 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Niles,  the  recipient  of  a  Princeton  honorary  degree  in 
1945,  a  trustee  of  the  Seminary,  former  president  of  the 
Rotary  Club  and  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Foreign 
Mission  within  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey,  thinks  little  of 
working  14-to-l6  hours  a  day.  Each  day,  before  9:00, 
he  reads  a  chapter  of  Greek,  and  devotes  a  minimum  of 
three  hours  daily  to  parish  calls,  church  committee  meet- 
ings and  church  "extra-curricular  activities."  During 
Niles'  tenure,  the  First's  membership  has  nearly  doubled; 
the  church's  long-lived  debt  was  rubbed  out  shortly  after 
he  arrived  on  the  scene;  and  a  splendid  Sunday  School, 
located  in  the  new  wing,  now  handles  some  350  children 
every  week. 

For  making  his  church  a  welcome  shelter  for  men  of 
all  sorts  and  conditions;  for  understanding  that  the  es- 
sence of  true  Christian  leadership  is  leadership  by  per- 
sonal example;  for  his  forthright  interpretation  and  pre- 
sentation of  the  Gospel  of  Christ;  he  is  Town  Topics' 
nominee  for 
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The  Atom  Again.  Few  Princetonians 
going  resolutely  but  cheerfully  about 
th€ir  Christmas  shopping  chores  in  the 
chill  December  sunshine  were  aware 
this  week  that  their  community  had 
once  again  been  the  center  of  debate  on 
the  best  policy  for  international  control 
of  atomic  energy.  Last  weekend,  47 
scientists  met  in  the  Nassau  Tavern 
under  Dr.  Albert  Einstein's  chairman- 
ship to  discuss  recommending  a  changed 
attitude  in  this  nation's  relationship 
with  Russia.  One  rumor  emanating  from 
the  closed  session:  Soviet  scientists  may 
have  the  know-how  to  huild  an  atom 
bomb  in  another  12  months. 

A  statement  summarizing  findings  of 
the  group,  which  predicted  last  June 
that  Russia  would  have  a  stockpile  ol 
bombs  by  1955,  is  expected  shortly. 
Meanwhile,  as  Princetonian  Einstein 
conferred  with  his  Emergency  Commit- 
tee of  Atomic  Scientists,  a  charge  was 
levelled  at  Princetonian  Henry  D.  Smyth 
that  his  famous  War  Department  report 
had  told  any  nation  interested  how  to 
make  atomic  bombs. 

Writing  in  the  current  issue  of  The 
American,  Chancellor  Robert  M.  Hutch- 
ins  of  the  University  of  Chicago  claim- 
ed that  once  Dr.  Smyth's  book  had  been

published,  "the  only  problem  then  re- 
maining- to  any  nation  .  .  .  was  to  de- 
cide which  of  Mr.  Smyth's  comprehen- 
sive blueprints  was  best  and  most  con- 
venient in  its  particular  circumstances, 
and  to  follow  Mr.  Smyth's  instructions." 
The  somewhat  flamboyant  article  was 
accompanied  by  a  caption  stating,  "Rus- 
sia has  it!"  and  a  map  showing  how 
"50  atomic  explosions  could  paralyze 
this  nation's  defensive  war-making  pow- 
ers." 

Dr.  Smyth,  secure  in  the  knowledge 
that  his  report  (a  best-seller  whose 
royalties  he  rejected,  netted  a  $2  loss 
when  he  paid  for  the  copyright)  met  all 
approved  standards  of  secrecy,  replied 
to  Dr.  Hutching  without  rancor.  His 
conclusion:  "It  is  unfortunate  that  Mr. 
Hutchins'  article  is  marred  Iby  much 
distortions  of  fact,  for  his  main  argu- 
ment is  sound.  There  is  no  essential 
'secret  of  the  bomb'  and  there  is  no 
known  defense  against  it.  The  only- 
hope  for  civilization  is  the  prevention 
of  war."
